The  notification  of  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  Sodbury  Rural 
District  demands  some  comments.  It  became  obvious  at  the  outset 
of  enquiries  that  the  infection  had  not  been  contracted  in  this 
country.  The  patient  had  taken  ill  whilst  attending  an  educational 
establishment  in  Spain,  where  the  treatment  of  her  symptoms  had 
been  somewhat  inadequate.  As  a  consequence  she  was  still  far 
from  well  on  her  return  home,  but  owing  to  the  foresight  of  her 
doctor  to  whom  she  went  for  a  “further  supply  of  tablets!” 
hospital  admission  was  arranged,  and  the  suspected  diagnosis 
confirmed.  She  had  however  been  in  contact  with  members  of 
her  household  for  some  days  prior  to  this,  and  it  was  very 
necessary  to  ensure  that  no-one  else  had  become  infected. 

Supervision  continued  until  a  series  of  laboratory  investi¬ 
gations  both  from  the  patient  and  her  contacts,  had  proved 
negative. 

1962  was  not  an  epidemic  year  for  measles,  but  Kingswood 
and  Mangotsfield  bore  the  brunt  of  a  comparatively  small 
outbreak. 

Of  the  17  notified  cases  of  Dysentery — nine  occurred  in  a 
residential  children’s  home  administered  by  a  neighbouring 
authority.  The  remainder  were  accounted  for  by  small  family 
outbreaks  and  isolated  cases.

It  is  significant  that  approximately  86%  of  the  deaths 
occurring  in  the  combined  districts  were  due  to  five  causes  only — 
Cancer,  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Heart  disease  each  accounted 
for  approximately  20%;  stroke  and  respiratory  disease  contributed 
14%  and  12%  respectively. 

The  proportions  due  to  lung  cancer  and  coronary  thrombosis 
continue  to  increase.  The  figures  for  this  year  are  up  by  1%  in 
each  case.  Of  222  deaths  from  coronary  thrombosis,  146  occurred 
in  men;  of  57  lung  cancer  deaths,  51  were  in  men. 

It  is  tragic  to  comment  that  29  deaths  were  accidental,  19 
of  them  due  to  road  accidents.

In  addition.  X-ray  units  visited  thirteen  industrial  sites, 
factories,  etc.,  in  the  South  Gloucestershire  area. 

At  all  these  sessions  close  on  12,000  people  attended  for 
X-ray  (not  all  of  them  were  South  Gloucestershire  residents),  and 
significant  findings  were  obtained  in  55  individuals.  The  latter 
included  18  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (50%  of  whom  required  treat¬ 
ment),  and  one  case  of  lung  cancer.  In  addition,  significant  findings 
were  obtained  in  78  people,  all  South  Gloucestershire  residents, 
who  attended  X-ray  sessions  other  than  those  already  mentioned, 
and  who  were  recalled  to  the  Bristol  static  unit  for  large  films. 
These  included  11  cases  of  tuberculosis  (five  requiring  treatment), 
and  five  of  lung  cancer.  On  the  basis  that  1  person  in  50  attending 
the  Mass  X-ray  Unit  is  recalled  in  this  way,  some  3,900  South 
Gloucestershire  people  must  have  had  miniature  films  taken,  in 
addition  to  the  12,000  already  mentioned.

SOUTH  GLOUCESTERSHIRE  AREA 

The  statutory  water  supplier  for  the  area  is  the  Bristol 
Waterworks  Company,  save  in  the  Parish  of  Hawkesbury  where 
the  supply  is  controlled  by  the  Sodbury  Rural  District  Council, 
and  in  the  Henclitfe  Woods,  Hanham  Mills  area,  where  the 
responsible  authority  is  the  Warmley  Rural  District  Council. 

Last  year  the  latter  did  agree  to  transfer  ownership  to  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Co.,  but  certain  legal  difficulties  have  arisen 
and  these  have  delayed  the  actual  take-over.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
formalities  will  be  completed  in  the  near  future.

Routine  testing  has  revealed  two  unsatisfactory  private 
supplies  in  Warmley  Rural  District.  One  of  these  has  been  closed, 
and  water  of  a  more  satisfactory  quality  obtained  from  an 
alternative  private  source.  It  is  hoped  that  the  other  case  will  be 
dealt  with  by  mains  extension. 

With  regard  to  mains  supplies.  Only  the  normal  treatment, 
varying  with  the  source,  was  necessary  to  combat  any  possible 
contamination. 

No  source  is  likely  to  give  a  plumbo-solvent  water. 

Results  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  its  sources  of  supply,  both  before  and  after  treatment 
are  shown  in  the  following  table.  (An  example  of  a  similar  analysis 
of  the  Hawkesbury  supply  appears  under  that  heading). 

The  company  regrets  that  owing  to  administrative  changes  it 
is  not  possible  to  provide  this  information  on  a  parish  basis.

V/ATER  SCHEMES 

Frampton  End  Lane,  Iron  Acton 

A  scheme  to  lay  413  yards  of  V'  main  from  the  B4058  road 
along  Frampton  End  Lane  to  Brake  Farm  on  the  south  side  of 
the  River  Frome  has  been  approved  and  the  order  placed.  The 
estimated  cost  is  £1,365  and  the  main  will  serve  two  houses  and 
one  farm. 

Yate  Lower  Common 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the 
Gloucestershire  County  Council  have  approved  the  proposal  to 
the  laying  of  approximately  2,350  yards  of  4"  main  from  New 
Road  in  the  Parish  of  Rangeworthy  to  Hall  End,  Wickwar,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £5,055. 

There  has  been  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  an  easement  from 
the  Transport  Commission  for  this  scheme  which  will  supply  six 
farms  and  five  cottages. 

Ashwicke — Parish  of  Marshfield 

An  order  has  been  placed  for  the  work  on  the  amended 
scheme  for  the  laying  of  420  yards  of  3"  main  and  1,467  yards 
of  A"  main  from  the  water  tower  at  Marshfield  terminating  at  a 
Doint  in  line  with  Ashwicke  Grange  Farm. 
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The  Vale  Pucklechurch 

This  is  a  proposed  small  extension,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£910  from  the  main  in  Parkfield  Road,  Pucklechurch  and  will 
consist  of  230  yards  of  3"  main  to  serve  six  houses. 

Broad  Lane,  Yate 

An  estimate  is  being  obtained  for  the  laying  of  a  main  to 
serve  one  business  premises,  two  farms,  seven  private  dwellings 
and  one  caravan  in  the  part  of  Broad  Lane,  Yate,  between  the 
Railway  Bridge  and  Goose  Green. 

The  distance  is  at  present  uncertain  as  there  is  a  main  at 
each  end  of  this  section. 

Dyers  Lane,  Iron  Acton 

In  1960,  a  main  was  laid  in  Mission  Lane  and  part  of  Dyers 
Lane,  and  this  scheme  is  an  extension  of  approximately  543  yards 
of  3"  main  estimated  to  cost  £1,201  and  will  supply  six  properties. 

Golden  Valley,  Beach  and  Upton  Cheyney 

The  Warmley  Rural  District  has  this  year  under  active  con¬ 
sideration,  plans  to  extend  mains  water  supply  to  serve  these 
areas. 


HAWKESBURY  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  Water  (including  new  extensions  of  mains  and  reports  on 
samples). 

The  Parish  of  Hawkesbury  in  the  northern  part  of  Sodbury 
Rural  District  Council  is  supplied  by  a  small  Council  owned 
system  from  a  pumping  station  which  is  situated  at  Kilcot  Valley. 

Only  one  breakdown  has  occured  during  the  year  when  a 
ball-bearing  on  the  thrust  race  fractured  but  this  was  replaced  and 
the  pumping  resumed  within  twenty-four  hours.  The  only 
interruptions  to  the  supply  affecting  only  a  few  consumers  for  a 
period  of  a  few  hours,  were  caused  by  a  valve  pin  breaking  in  the 
ram  pump  and  three  minor  burst  on  the  main,  which  were  all  due 
to  defective  joints  found  on  the  weekly  practice  of  surveying  the 
mains,  and  were  repaired  promptly. 

Regular  maintenance  and  minor  repairs  effected  from  time  to 
time  has  resulted  in  the  pumping  station  working  satisfactorily 
and  has  enabled  a  total  of  31,816,550  gallons,  a  daily  average  of 
87,168  gallons  to  be  pumped  during  the  past  year  which  is  less 
than  1%  over  the  total  for  1961. 

The  quarterly  examinations  of  the  machinery  by  a  recognised 
firm  of  engineers  and  the  insurance  company  have  revealed  no 
further  items  requiring  attention  and  the  routine  flushing  of  all 
dead  ends  has  been  the  only  action  necessary  in  respect  of  con¬ 
tamination  in  the  mains. 
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Although  samples  of  both  raw  and  treated  water  have  proved 
highly  satisfactory,  the  result  of  one  such  analysis  being  shown 
overleaf,  chlorination  is  carried  out  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

There  has  been  six  domestic  and  four  metered  connections 
during  the  year  and  one  standpipe  has  been  dispensed  with.  The

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 


Yate/Frampton  Cotterell  Link  Sewer 

This  Sewer  has  been  construced  as  far  as  a  point  adjacent  to 
St.  Peter’s  Church,  Frampton  Cotterell,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
extend  it  along  the  valley  past  Cog  Mill  and  thence  to  Yate. 

The  existing  sewerage  system  at  Iron  Aeon  will  be  connected 
and  the  pumping  station  will  be  discontinued. 

Branch  sewers  will  be  made  for  property  connections  in  the 
Mays  Hill  and  North  Road  area  also  for  the  new  development  now 
taking  place  in  Yate.  The  link  sewer,  when  completed,  will  then 
enable  the  overloaded  Nibley  Sewerage  Works  to  be  closed. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  scheme  is  approximately  £300,000 
and  tenders  for  this  connection  will  be  invited  at  the  beginning 
of  1963. 

Cold  Ashton 

The  transfer  to  the  Council  of  a  private  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Cold  Ashton  has  given  the  Council  an  opportunity  to  extend 
the  system  to  serve  a  further  15  properties.  This  work  has  now 
been  completed. 

Extensions  of  Old  Sodbury  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  extension  to  serve  five  dwellings  at  Old  Sodbury  has  now 
been  completed. 

Watery  Lane,  Doynton 

The  extension  of  the  Sewer  along  Watery  Lane  to  serve  one 
farm  and  five  cottages  has  now  been  completed. 

Sewerage  Schemes — General 

The  following  sewerage  schemes  have  been  approved  but 
not  yet  commenced. 

(a)  Hawkesbury — this  is  being  considered  by  the  Gloucester¬ 
shire  County  Council.  The  approximate  cost  £117,000. 

(b)  Acton  Turville — the  scheme  for  the  village  of  Acton 
Turville  has  been  approved  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£20,000. 


North  Road,  Yate — Sewer  Extension 

This  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Gloucestershire 
County  Council  and  has  now  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government.

Registration  of  new  premises  in  the  area  for  the  sale  of 
pre-packed  ice-cream,  supplied  from  the  depots  of  the  larger 
wholesale  companies,  increased  from  161  to  169  during  the  year 
and  there  were  no  deletions  from  the  register. 

The  activities  of  the  mobile  salesmen  were  closely  watched 
and  no  action  for  infringement  of  regulations  was  found  necessary, 
however,  at  one  stage  the  analyst’s  reports  on  several  samples  of 
cold  mix  ice-creams  did  give  reason  for  concern.  The  matter  was 
taken  up  with  the  firm  concerned  which  operates  from  premises 
in  the  area  of  a  neighbouring  authority.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  now  five  slaughterhouses  operating  within  the 
District. 

100%  meat  inspection  was  maintained. 

Full  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Preventive 
Medicine,  Bristol  University  regarding  queries,  has  continued. 

The  appended  tables  give  details  of  the  examination  and 
inspection  of  carcasses,  and  percentages  of  meat  condemned. 
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Carcasses  and  Offal  inspected  and  condemned  in  whole  or  in  part. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  eight  sites  were  operating 
with  accommodation  for  261  caravans.  In  addition  there  are  46 
single  caravan  sites  in  the  district. 

Much  time  was  given  to  ensure  that  the  sites  were  kept  to 
the  required  standards,  and  in  one  instance  it  was  necessary  to 
take  legal  action  against  a  site  operator  for  failing  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  his  licence. 

Due  to  the  ever  increasing  call  for  caravan  dwellings,  the 
Council  plan  to  open  a  site  at  S^oke  Gifford  to  accommodate 
58  caravans. 


HOUSING 

Unfit  Houses 

During  the  year  a  further  22  houses  were  dealt  with.  This 
makes  a  total  of  223  under  the  Council’s  Unfit  Houses  Programme. 

There  are  now  39  dwellings  requiring  attention,  but  this 
figure  may  well  be  reduced  as  the  trend  to  purchase  very  old 
property,  with  a  view  to  modernising,  still  persists.  In  fact,  during 
the  year  nine  properties  were  removed  from  the  unfit  houses  list, 
for  this  reason.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 

Collection 

Following  the  delivery  of  the  two  compressor  type  vehicles, 
the  refuse  collection  service  in  the  parishes  of  Frampton  Cotterell, 
Marshfield,  Winterbourne,  Yate  and  the  Coalpit  Heath  portion 
of  Westerleigh  has  been  increased  from  a  fortnightly  to  a  weekly 
visit. 

The  remaining  seven  parishes  where  a  monthly  service  was 
in  operation  are  being  re-organised  to  a  fortnightly  collection.  This 
improvement  began  in  December  and  will  be  completed  by  early 
January,  1963. 

Disposal 

The  disposal  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  con¬ 
trolled  method  using  a  power  shovel. 

One  new  disposal  site  was  acquired  at  the  old  Hambrook 
Brickworks.  This  tip  will  serve  Filton,  Stoke  Gifford  and  part  of 
Winterbourne. 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  allow  the  Mangotsfield  Urban 
and  Thombury  Rural  Districts  use  of  this  tip  and  negotiations  are 
now  in  progress  regarding  this  consent. 

Tipping  on  the  railway  site  at  Filton  is  now  almost  complete. 

A  further  tipping  site  is  being  obtained  in  a  parcel  of  derelect 
land  adjacent  to  the  old  Frog  Lane  Colliery,  Westerleigh. 

This  area  is  designed  to  serve  Chipping  Sodbury,  Yate  and  a 
portion  of  Frampton  Cotterell  and  it  is  expected  that  the  use  of 
this  site  will  commence  in  the  early  spring. 

The  tipping  at  Chipping  Sodbury  site  was  completed  in 
December  and  the  whole  area  is  being  covered  with  a  foot  of  soil 
preparatory  to  it  being  returned  to  the  owners. 

Salvage 

As  a  result  of  a  slump  in  the  waste  paper  trade  the  amount 
of  paper  collected  and  sent  to  the  mills,  suffered  a  sharp  decline 
about  mid  year,  but  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  gradual  recovery 
is  now  taking  place.

Sewage  Disposal 

Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  City  of  Bristol  to 
take  the  effluent  from  the  existing  sewage  works  at  Conham,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  sewage  which  will  arise  from  further  development 
in  the  area.  This  will  link  up  with  the  provisions  of  a  new  trunk 
sewer,  which  will  deal  adequately  with  future  development  in  a 
portion  of  Kingswood  Urban  District  and  the  whole  of  Warmley 
District.  The  documents  are  being  prepared  by  the  Consultants. 

Sewers 

A  revised  scheme  for  sewering  the  North  Common  area  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Minister.  This  will  include  a  portion  of 
Cann  Lane  and  the  North  end  of  Popular  Road,  and  cater  for 
the  development  of  “white  land”  in  the  North  Common  drainage 
area.  The  scheme  will  be  of  the  gravitation  type  and,  if  accepted, 
will  obviate  the  necessity  for  a  sewage  pumping  station.  The  sewer 
extension  in  Whittucks  Road  area,  Hanham,  has  been  completed, 
and  this  has  resulted  in  a  further  23  properties  being  connected 
to  the  main  sewer. 

Drainage,  Improvements  and  Conversions 

During  the  year  14  properties  were  converted  from  the  con- 
serv^ancy  system  to  water  carriage  system  of  sanitation.  Thirty  nine 
properties,  served  either  by  bucket  closets  or  a  cesspool,  were 
connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

General  Sanitation 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  make  complaint  to  the 
Petty  Sessional  Court  following  the  failure  of  a  local  farmer  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  an  Abatement  Notice  served  on 
him  by  the  Council.  The  nuisance  arose  from  the  discharge  of  foul 
matter  from  the  farmyard,  farm  buildings  and  the  cesspool  serving 
the  farmhouse.  The  Justices  fined  the  defendant  £3.  0.  0.,  and  he 
was  ordered  to  carry  out  necessary  works.  As  a  result,  a  small 
sewage  disposal  unit  was  constructed,  and  the  position  is  now 
entirely  satisfactory. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  act  for  the  use  of 
filling  materials,  and  the  two  are  also  licenced  for  the  storage 
of  rag  flock.  No  manufacture  of  filling  materials  takes  place  at 
these  premises,  the  materials  being  obtained  elsewhere,  conformed 
to  the  appropriate  British  Standard  specification. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  Council  instituted  legal  proceedings,  under  section  2  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  against  a  multiple  butchering 
concern  who  appeared  to  have  delivered  meat  containing  a 
cigarette  end  to  a  local  school  canteen.  The  Justices  found  the 
case  proved  and  fined  the  defendant  company  £40.  0.  0.  with 
10  guineas  costs. 

In  a  further  instance,  a  fresh  frozen  beetsteak  pie  was  found 
to  contain  a  “bluebottle”.  The  manufacturing  premises  were 
situated  in  the  Midlands,  and,  after  hearing  a  report  form  the  local 
public  health  officer,  the  Council  decided  not  to  institute  legal 
proceedings  in  this  case. 

A  comprehensive  inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  district 
has  been  carried  out.  and  standards  generally  were  good.  Con¬ 
traventions  have  been  dealt  with  by  informal  means  and,  as  yet, 
it  has  not  been  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one 
having  a  considerable  annual  turnover.  Difficulties  have  again 
been  experienced  as  a  result  of  long  and  irregular  slaughtering 
hours,  but  a  100%  meat  inspection  service  has  been  maintained.

THE  CARAVAN  SitES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT 

ACT,  1960 

Since  the  act  first  came  into  force  in  October,  1960,  the 
Council  have  issued  29  licences  and  7  refusals.  There  has  been 
a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  standard  of  sites,  and  no 
prosecutions  have  been  necessary  for  site  licence  iniringements. 

The  Council  are  actively  considering  the  possibility  of  pro¬ 
viding  a  local  authority  owned  site. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

A  weekly  kerbside  collection  service  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  and  alternative  arrangements  have  been  made 
over  each  bank  holiday  period.  The  principles  of  work  study  have 
been  applied  to  the  collection  arrangements,  and  as  a  result 
efficiency  and  service  have  been  immensely  improved.  A  scheme, 
involving  incentive  bonus,  has  been  laid  before  the  Council,  and, 
if  adopted,  should  enable  an  off  street  collection  to  be  made.  It 
should  also  be  possible  to  incorporate  some  form  of  street 
cleansing. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipning  at  the  Cowhorn 
Hill  site.  This  tip  is  rapidly  nearing  the  end  of  its  life  and  the 
Council  have  been  seeking  alternative  tipping  sites.  Planning 
applications  have  been  made  for  consent  to  tip  at  the  Claypits, 
Tower  Road  North,  Warmley.  and  Bickley  Woods,  Hanham,  but 
the  results  of  these  applications  are  not  yet  known.  Mangotsfield 
U.D.C.  no  longer  use  the  Cov/horn  Hill  site. 

The  existing  tip  has  been  maintained  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition.  It  is  regularly  treated  against  vermin  and  insects,  and 
the  purchase  of  a  more  suitable  tractor  has  brought  about  a 
general  improvement  in  tip  maintenance.  There  have  been  no 
complaints  of  nuisance  from  local  residents.  The  Council,  in 
conjunction  with  its  two  neighbouring  urban  authorities  is  still 
considering  the  possibility  of  installing  a  refuse  treatment  plant. 
Technical  officers  have  been  investigating  the  various  methods 
available,  viz.  incineration,  composting  and  pulverisation,  and 
various  firms  have  submitted  tentative  schemes,  together  with 
budget  prices.  It  is  hoped  that  the  forthcoming  year  will  see  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  these  discussions,  and  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  invite  tenders  for  the  chosen  scheme.  A  preliminary 
application  has  been  made  to  the  Planning  Authority  in  respect 
of  a  site  for  the  plant  at  Carsons  Road,  Mangotsfield.

RODENT  CONTROL  AND  PESTS 

Rodent  control  has  again  progressed  satisfactorily.  The 
Council  employs  a  full  time  rodent  operator,  and,  in  addition, 
the  Public  Cleansing  Supervisor  has  been  trained  by  the  Ministry 
in  rodent  control  duties.  Business  premises  are  charged  for 
disinfestation  treatments  but  no  charge  is  made  in  respect  of 
dwelling  houses.  Further  contracts  have  been  made  with  business 
concerns  and  these  are  having  the  desirable  effect  of  ensuring 
regular  inspection  and  treatment  of  properties  which  are 
susceptible  to  vermin  infestation. 

Warfarin,  being  a  relatively  safe  rodenticide,  is  extensively 
used  for  rodent  control  operations,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that,  in  spite  of  its  widespread  use,  there  has  been  no  evidence  of 
Warfarin  resistance.

This  is  generally  satisfactory;  no  extensions  are  at  present 
contemplated  apart  from  minor  schemes  in  connection  with 
Council  housing  estates. 

Surface  Water  Drainage. 

Further  to  comments  made  in  last  year’s  report.  Consulting 
Engineers  have  been  appointed,  and  have  submitted  their  pre¬ 
liminary  report;  they  have  taken  trial  holes,  and  anticipate  going 
to  tender  in  the  very  near  future.  It  is  expected  that  the  total  cost 
of  the  work  will  be  in  the  order  of  £75,000  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
start  will  be  made  before  the  end  of  the  current  financial  year. 

Sewage  Disposal 

It  was  hoped  that  the  Moorend  Sewage  Works  would  be 
closed  by  the  Autumn  of  this  year,  but  we  have  now  been  in¬ 
formed  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  for  the  Frome  Valley  Main 
Drainage  Scheme  that,  so  much  time  having  been  lost  owing  to 
bad  weather  conditions,  the  Works  will  not  close  until  about  the 
Spring  of  next  year.

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance. 

Ten  houses  were  subject  to  demolition  or  closing  order 
procedure  during  the  year. 

The  Haynes  Lane,  Nelson  Road,  Berkeley  Road  area.  Staple 
Hill  was  recommended  for  ledevelopment  procedure  four  years 
ago,  and  the  Council  requested  the  Planning  Authority  to  prepare 
a  redevelopment  scheme.  By  the  end  of  1962  it  seemed  likely  that 
the  District  Council  will  proceed  under  clearance  area  powers  of 
the  Housing  Act  1957  in  accordance  with  this  scheme. 

So  far  as  the  remainder  r*f  the  district  is  concerned  the  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  is  virtually  complete. 

Overcrowding. 

No  cases  of  over-crowding  were  detected  during  the  year. 
New  Houses. 

Twenty  aged  persons  flats,  with  communal  room,  laundry  and 
warden’s  residence  were  constructed  during  the  year  by  the 
district  authority  and  40  dwellings  by  private  developers. 

Improvement  Grants. 

Twenty-one  applications  for  Discretionary  Improvement 
Grants  were  approved  during  the  year,  the  total  amount  of  grant 
being  £3, 877.0s. 3d. 

House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

Thirty-eight  applications  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants, 
mainly  to  provide  hot  water  facilities,  were  approved  during  the 
year,  the  total  amount  of  grant  allowed  being  £1.976. 12s. 3d. 

In  May,  1962,  the  Ministry  published  a  new  set  of  Practice 
Notes  for  both  Discretionary  and  Standard  Improvement  Grants, 
and  in  August  issued  Circular  42/62  requesting  Local  Authorities 
to  make  an  all-out  effort  to  secure  the  improvement  of  houses. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Ministry  was  advised  that  the  grant 
scheme  had  been  publicised  considerably  in  the  Mangotsfield 
Urban  District  area  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  had  given 
two  public  lectures  to  owners  and  tenants  in  order  to  stimulate 
further  interest,  but  the  response  was  poor. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF 
DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 

The  two  permanent  Caravan  Sites  in  the  district  were  visited 
during  the  year  and  in  all  respects  were  found  to  be  maintained 
in  a  satisfactory  condition,  h.aving  previously  been  brought  up  to 
the  standards  required  under  the  above  Act. 
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Mangotsfield  Urban  District  Council. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

A  joint  committee  has  been  set  up  by  Mangotsfield, 
Kingswood  and  Warmley  Councils  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  disposal  by  Pulverisation.  The  necessary  Town  Planning 
approval  for  the  use  of  the  land  has  been  obtained  and  the 
Committee  is  shortly  to  send  representatives  to  see  a  similar  plant 
in  Scotland  before  making  its  final  recommendations.  The  refuse 
vehicle  fleet  remains  the  same  as  last  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  Soundwell  Bath  which  was  opened  on  the  9th  September 
1961  proved  to  be  more  popular  than  ever  during  the  year. 
Bacteriological  and  Chemical  samples  of  the  water  were  taken  at 
regular  intervals  and  the  reports  were  satisfactory.  Daily  checks 
for  free  chlorine  condition  are  taken  by  the  staff  so  as  to  ensure 
that  correct  dosage  and  p.H.  values  are  maintained 
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Mangotsfield  Urban  District  Council.
